COUNTERFEITS. 

On  two  occasions  recently  we  have  warned  of  counterfeit  coins  currently  being 
offered  for  sale.  In  recent  weeks  we  have  seen  various  other  counterfeits  which  have 
appeared  in  London  and  other  parts  of  the  country.  They  appear  to  be  produced  by 
pressure-casting  which  gives  a  virtually  exact  reproduction  of  the  original  coin, 
except  that  minute  raised  specks  are  sometimes  visible  on  the  surface,  the  edges 
are  not  good  and,  in  the  case  of  gold,  the  coins  sometimes  have  a  burnt  or  burnished 
appearance.

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INFLATION  AND  LEGAL  TENDER.

Until  Monday,  15th  February,  1971,  silver  coins1  minted  by  the  British  Govern¬ 
ment  for  use  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  since  1816  are  still  legal  tender  together 
with  bronze-brass  pennies2  minted  since  1860.  Up  to  1928  this  coinage  was  intended 
to  serve  the  whole  of  Ireland  but  since  that  year  the  Irish  Free  State,  later  called  the 
Republic  of  Eire,  has  had  her  own  coinage  closely  proximating  to  the  United  Kingdom 
coinage  but  with  some  interesting  and  at  the  time  rather  revolutionary  innovations. 
From  the  start  the  Irish  Free  State  coinage  inscribed  “Saorstat  Eireann”3  included  a 
sixpence  and  threepence  in  cupro-nickel  which  were  larger  and  thicker  than  their 
silver  counterparts  in  the  United  Kingdom  coinage.  Nine  years  later  in  1937  the 
United  Kingdom  issued  an  even  larger  threepenny  piece  in  base  metal.  The  well- 
known  but  exceedingly  rare  twelve-sided  bronze  threepence  of  Edward  VIII,  with 
the  thrift  reverse  design  being  within  an  inner  circle,  were  lent  out  to  machine

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manufacturers  to  see  whether  vending-machines  could  be  adapted  to  take  them,  and 
some  were  “misplaced”  and  never  returned  to  the  Royal  Mint  who  melted  down  their 
own  stocks.  As  the  coins  had  been  dated  in  advance  1937  and  King  Edward  VIII, 
now  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Windsor,  abdicated  in  December  1936  and  so  never  reigned 
in  1937,  the  coins  became  a  historical  inaccuracy.  The  United  Kingdom  sixpence 
became  cupro-nickel  along  with  our  other  so  called  “silver”  denominations  in  1947, 
nineteen  years  after  the  Irish  experiment  had  proved  successful.  Another  Irish  innova¬ 
tion  has  been  the  silver  ten  shilling  piece  issued  in  1966  which  is  to  be  followed  in 
1969  by  a  United  Kingdom  coin  of  equivalent  denomination,  i.e.  50  new  pence,  but 
unfortunately  in  cupro-nickel  instead  of  silver. 

In  Eire  the  United  Kingdom  coinage  remains  legal  tender  because  all  post  1816/ 
1860  United  Kingdon  coins  were  issued  to  include  Northern  Ireland  anyway  and  it 
would  be  rather  silly  to  have  United  Kingdom  coins  minted  before  1928  legal  tender 
in  Southern  Ireland  but  not  those  issued  since.  Southern  Irish  coins  are  not  strictly 
speaking  legal  tender  in  the  United  Kingdom  but  they  are  fairly  readily  acceptable  ^ 
because  so  many  people  visit  Eire  regularly  or  have  friends  who  do  so.  In  fact  the 
average  small  shopkeeper  in  England  is  probably  more  willing  to  accept  an  Irish  coin 
which  is  not  legal  tender  than  a  Scottish  banknote  which  is  legal  tender. 

By  1971  we  shall  be  in  the  position  of  having  coins  technically  in  circulation  and 
certainly  still  legal  tender  minted  in  1816,  165  years  previously.  Will  this  be  a  record 
in  modern  coinage  ?  Since  the  shilling  and  florin  will  continue  as  the  fivepenny  and 
tenpenny  piece  it  is  possible  that  they  may  remain  in  circulation  for  many  years  to 
come  and  long  after  our  other  present  coins  are  withdrawn.  Of  these  the  shilling  is 
the  older  as  the  florin  of  two  shillings  was  not  introduced  until  1849,  oddly  enough 
in  an  earlier  attempt  at  decimalisation.  So  the  1816  shilling  with  a  value  of  five  new 
pence  might  conceivably  remain  legal  tender  into  the  21st  century.  Wouldn’t  this 
provide  a  nice  link  with  our  glorious  numismatic  history  of  the  past.  Not  since  43  a.d. 
has  an  alien  coinage  been  imposed  upon  the  British  people  and  in  fact  that  is  the  only 
such  imposition  as  distinct  from  adoption  in  our  long  and  eventful  history. 

In  contrast  let  us  look  at  the  legal  tender  position  in  Europe.  Briefly  it  is  as  follows : 

Albania — 1947. 

Austria — 1948. 

The  earliest  dates  of  individual  denominations  found  in  circulation  vary.  10  Schilling 
1957,  5  Schilling  1961,  Schilling  and  50  Groschen  1959,  10  Groschen  1951,  5  and  1 
Groschen  1948  and  2  Groschen  1950.  The  various  commemorative  50  Schilling  A 
pieces  minted  since  1959  and  25  Schilling  pieces  minted  since  1955  are  rarely  seen  in  ~ 
circulation. 

Belgium — 1948. 

In  practice  only  the  nickel  5  and  1  Franc  pieces  are  generally  seen  of  such  an  early 
date,  as  the  silver  100,  50  and  20  Francs  are  rarely  found  in  circulation  and  the  size, 
metal  and  design  of  the  pieces  under  a  Franc  (2d.)  in  value  was  changed  in  1953  from 
zinc  to  Aluminium-bronze  and  then  again  in  1963  from  aluminium-bronze  to  cupro¬ 
nickel. 

Bulgaria — 1960 

Bulgaria  lasted  without  any  coinage  at  all  from  1945  until  1952,  notes  being  used 
instead  and  in  fact  only  one  denomination  the  2  Leva  was  issued  between  1941  and 
1945  this  being  the  only  coin  of  Czar  Simeon  II  (1943-45).  By  the  currency  reform  ol 
1952  one  hundred  old  levas  were  exchanged  for  four  new  levas.

Czechoslovakia — 1953 

By  a  currency  reform  of  that  year  seven  old  Koruna  were  exchanged  for  one  new 
Koruna.  Since  1960  the  coins  have  borne  the  new  state  emblem  showing  the  lion 
surmounted  by  a  star  instead  of  the  royal  crown,  the  new  emblem  being  shown  on  a 
shield  instead  of  plain  on  the  field  of  the  coin.  Both  series  of  coins  are  still  in  circula¬ 
tion 

Denmark — 1924. 

In  this  year  the  Krone,  2  Kroner  and  \  Krone  were  reduced  from  silver  to  bronze 
alloy.  Coins  of  two  Danish  kings  are  thus  to  be  found  in  circulation,  Christian  X 
(1912-1947)  and  Frederik  IX  (1947-  ). 

Finland — 1952 

The  size  of  the  Markaa  was  reduced  in  this  year. 

France — 1950 

The  bronze  50,  20  and  10  Francs  were  issued  in  this  year.  They  remain  in  circulation 
as  50,  20  and  10  Centimes  but  are  now  being  withdrawn  so  that  before  long  only  the 
coins  of  the  Fifth  Republic  issued  since  1959  will  remain  in  circulation.  By  the 
currency  reform  of  that  year  one  hundred  old  Francs  became  one  new  Franc  and 
on  old  France  equalled  one  new  Centime. 

Germany,  Western — 1949 
Germany,  Eastern — 1948 
Greece — 1953 

By  the  coinage  reform  of  that  year  one  new  Drachma  was  issued  to  replace  a  thousand 
old  Drachmae.  Thus  coins  of  two  Greek  kings  are  to  be  found  in  circulation  Paul  I 
(1947-64)  and  Constantine  XIII  (II)  (1964 — ). 

Guernsey— 1860 

Guernsey  and  British  coins  minted  since  1816  (silver)  and  1860  (bronze). 

Hungary — 1946 

The  gold  and  silver  commemorative  coins  are  legal  tender  but  are  almost  never  found 
in  circulation.  The  silver  25,  20,  10  and  5  Forints  issued  in  1948  and  1956  are  only 
rarely  found  in  circulation. 

Iceland — 1924 

Danish  coins  minted  since  1924  and  Icelandic  coins  issued  since  the  country  gained 
its  independence  (and  dissolved  the  Union  with  Denmark)  in  1941. 

Italy — 1953 

In  this  year  the  size  of  the  four  aluminium  denominations  was  reduced  (10,  5,  2  and 
1  Lira). 

Jersey — 1860 

Jersey  and  British  coins  minted  since  1816  (silver)  and  1860  (bronze). 

Jugoslavia — 1945. 

Luxembourg — 1946 

In  effect  1949,  as  the  silver  issues  of  1946  are  rarely  seen. 

Monaco — 1959 

By  the  currency  reform  of  that  year  one  old  Franc  became  one  new  Centime. 
Netherlands — 1948 

In  this  year  the  silver  25  and  10  cents  were  issued  in  cupro-nickel  for  the  first  time. 
Silver  Gulden  and  2\  Gulden  re-appeared  in  1956  and  1959  respectively  but  they  are 
smaller  in  size  than  the  pre-war  issues.  Coins  of  two  Queens  are  in  circulation, 
Wilhelmina  (1890-1948)  and  Juliana  (1948 — ).  It  is  rather  interesting  to  recall  that 
even  though  Queen  Wilhelmina  abdicated  in  1948  and  that  was  the  first  year  of  the 
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new  coinage,  250,600,000  coins  bearing  her  portrait  and  the  date  1948  were  struck  in 
1948  and  1949  so  that  it  is  not  unusual  today  to  find  a  coin  of  Queen  Wilhelmina  in 
circulation  and  very  occasionally  a  pre-1948  silver  25  or  10  cents  may  be  found  in 
circulation. 

Norway — 1874 

However,  coins  of  the  German  occupation  period  have  been  withdrawn.  Coins  of 
three  Norwegian  kings  are  thus  in  circulation,  Oscar  II  (1872-1905),  Haakon  VII 
(1905-1958)  and  Olav  V  (1958-  ).  It  is,  however,  most  unusual  to  find  any  bronze 

coins  minted  before  1908  in  circulation  or  any  other  coins  minted  before  1924  when 
the  Krone  was  reduced  from  silver  to  cupro-nickel. 

Poland — 1949 
Portugal — 1926 
Romania — 1952 

By  the  currency  reform  of  1947  one  hundred  old  Lei  were  replaced  by  one  new  Lev. 
The  process  was  repeated  by  the  currency  reform  of  1952. 

Spain — 1949 

As  with  Austria  the  earliest  dates  of  individual  denomination  in  circulation  varies. 
100  Pesetas  1966;  50,  25  and  5  Pesetas  1957;  2.50  Pesetas  1953;  Peseta  1963;  50 
Centimos  1949  and  10  Centimos  1959. 

Sweden — 1874 

Coins  issued  since  1874  when  the  Krona  was  first  introduced  as  part  of  the  decima¬ 
lisation  of  the  currency.  Coins  of  three  Swedish  kings  are  to  be  found  in  circulation, 
Oscar  II  (1872-1908),  Gustav  V  (1908-1950)  and  Gustav  VI  Adolf  (1950-  ). 

Switzerland — 1850 

The  year  in  which  the  Confederation  of  the  Cantons  was  achieved. 

Turkey — 1947.  It  is  unusual  to  find  coins  minted  before  1956  in  circulation. 
U.S.S.R.— 1921 

The  year  in  which  the  first  coins  after  the  1917  revolution  were  issued. 

Vatican — 1953 
In  conformity  with  Italy. 

It  will  be  noted  that  Britain  has  the  oldest  coinage  in  Europe  still  in  active  use 
followed  by  Switzerland  (1850),  Sweden  (1874)  and  Norway  (1874)  the  only  other 
countries  apart  from  our  own  Channel  Islands  using  19th  century  coins.  It  would  be 
nice  to  retain  the  Shilling  (fivepence)  in  perpetuity  so  that  1816  can  remain  the  date 
on  the  earliest  British  coins  to  remain  legal  tender  after  1971.  It  will  not  have  escaped 
attention  that  two  of  our  three  nearest  rivals  are  two  of  the  most  stable  countries  in 
Europe,  both  still  issuing  some  silver  coins1 2 3 4  for  normal  circulation.  From  1968 
however,  Switzerland  will  issue  the  2,  1  and  4  francs  in  cupro-nickel.  What  a  pity  it  is 
that  the  opportunity  given  by  decimalisation  to  issue  a  new  coin  of  ten  shillings  value 
in  silver  rather  than  base  metal  has  not  been  seized.  Then  it  could  truly  have  been 
called  a  Royal  or  Ryal  and  for  the  first  time  since  1920  we  would  as  a  nation  have  been 
on  the  way  up  again  instead  of  on  the  way  down  at  least  as  far  as  our  coinage  is 
concerned.  Perhaps  we  may  at  least  hope  for  a  silver  Pound.  Two  Pounds  and  Five 
Pounds  at  some  future  date  and  dare  we  suggest  gold  Ten  and  Twenty  Pound  pieces 
to  complete  the  series.  There  is  certainly  no  harm  in  hoping!

4  In  1968  Sweden  is  still  issuing  the  Krona  in  40%  silver  although  the  2  Kronor  became  cupro¬ 
nickel  this  year  and  the  50,  25  and  10  ore  have  been  cupro-nickel  since  1962.  In  Switzerland 
the  5,  2  and  1  Francs  and  50  Centimes  were  still  silver  until  1968  when  the  2,  1  and  £  Franc 
were  changed  to  cupro-nickel. 
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THE  COINAGE  OF  WANG  MANG,  A.D.  6-A.D.  23.

The  emperor  Ping  di  (a.d.  1-5)  ascended  the  throne  at  the  age  of  nine  and  was 
poisoned  four  years  later  by  his  Prime  Minister,  Wang  Mang.  The  grandson  of 
Siuen  Ti,  then  two  years  of  age,  was  recognised  as  Emperor  by  Wang  Mang  who,  for 
the  next  three  years,  was  satisfied  with  the  title  of  Regent.  Then  he  disposed  of  the 
child  emperor  and  the  Dowager  Empress  and  assumed  the  purple,  or  to  be  more 
accurate,  the  yellow,  the  imperial  colour  in  China. 

Thus  the  coinage  associated  with  Wang  Mang  may  be  divided  into  three  sections : 

I.  Issued  as  Prime  Minister; 

II.  Issued  as  Regent; 

III.  Issued  as  Emperor. 

The  diversity  of  types  and  the  radical  changes  in  the  currency  issued  in  the 
short  space  of  sixteen  years  make  this  period  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  eventful 
in  Chinese  numismatics.

I.  Wang  Mang  as  Prime  Minister 

During  the  reign  of  Ping  Ti  the  only  coin  issued  was  the  “Wu  Shu”  (5  shu)  cash. 
This  interesting  coin  (Fig.  1)  was  first  struck  by  the  emperor  Wu  Ti  in  118  b.c. 
and,  except  for  the  interregnum  of  Wang  Mang,  continued  to  be  issued  practically 
unchanged  until  the  beginning  of  the  Tang  Dynasty  in  618  a.d.,  a  period  of  over 
seven  hundred  years.  No  other  coin  in  the  history  of  the  world  has  met  the  com¬ 
mercial  needs  of  a  nation  for  such  a  length  of  time.  An  idea  of  the  vast  number 
needed  in  a  nation  such  as  China  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  the  Shan-lin 
mint  alone  issued  over  a  quarter  of  a  million  millions  in  its  first  hundred  years.  It  is 
extremely  difficult  to  distinguish  the  issues  of  the  many  emperors  who  minted  this 
coin. 


II.  Wang  Mang  as  Regent 

In  a.d.  7  Wang  Mang  annulled  the  decrees  enacted  by  the  Han  Dynasty  as  he 
wished  to  return  to  the  “Mother  and  Child”  coinage,  i.e.  pieces  whose  value  was  in 
proportion  to  their  weight  and  to  each  other.  Coins  of  this  type  had  been  issued  by 
the  Tchou  Dynasty.  Wang  Mang  claimed  descent  from  Huang  Yii,  the  emperor 
Shun  (2255-2205  B.c.)  and  wished  to  issue  coins  reminiscent  of  those  he  imagined 
to  have  been  used  then.  During  the  reign  of  Wang  Mang  as  Regent  a  large  number 
of  the  old  Spade,  Knife  and  Pu  coins  had  been  discovered  and  interest  in  the  past 
reawakened.  From  this  time  date  the  legendary  stories  of  prehistoric  China  used  by 
the  later  scholars  of  the  Sung  Dynasty  (a.d.  960-1279)  in  their  attempts  to  decipher 
these  coins  when  they,  in  their  turn,  discovered  them.  The  dates  assigned  to  these 
pieces  were  much  too  early  but  on  these  patterns  Wang  Mang  arranged  his  coinage.

The  number  of  these  issued  must  have  been  very  great  as  one  mould  was 
found  inscribed  with  the  characters  Pah-Tsien-Wan ,  8,000  myriads,  the 
number  it  had  cast. 

2.  Obv.  Above  and  below  the  hole.  I  Tao  (One  Knife). 

On  the  blade.  P'Ing  Wu  Ch’ien.  (Equal  to  5,000)  in  seal  script  (Fig.  3)

B.M.C.  141  variety  with  Wu  on  side  below  the  hole,  blade  inscribed  as 
above. 

3.  Obv.  As  item  2  above,  but  the  characters  I  Tao  are  inlaid  in  gold.  This  must  be 

the  Tso  (ornate  knife)  referred  to  in  the  mint  records.

Some  of  these,  especially  the  last  two  mentioned,  are  perhaps  attributable  to 
Rung  Sun  Shih,  who,  in  a.d.  23  in  the  troubled  times  following  the  death  of 
Wang  Mang,  seized  the  city  of  Tcheng-tu  and  proclaimed  himself  governor. 
In  a.d.  24  he  assumed  the  title  “King  of  Shuh”  and  in  the  following  year  the  title 
of  “Tcheng-Ti”  or  Perfect  Emperor.  His  rebellion  was  crushed  and  he  himself 
was  killed  by  a  Chinese  army  in  a.d.  36.  He  also  issued  iron  coins,  the  first  in 
China.  .

In  a.d.  14  when  Wang  Mang  issued  Huo  Pu,  weighing  25  shu,  and  valued  at  25 
Huo  Ch’iians,  the  Ta  Ch’iian  which  weighed  12  shu  was  revalued  at  15  Huo  Ch’iians. 
Thus,  the  above  coin  must  have  been  issued  after  a.d.  14  and  really  belongs  to  the 
next  section. 

Schjoth  favours  the  idea  that  the  coins  inscribed  with  the  intermediate  values  of 
10-40  were  issued  as  the  Ta  Ch’iian  was  devalued  from  50  until  it  reached  its  final 
value  of  1.  However,  the  revaluation  at  15  was  the  only  one  officially  announced,  so 
it  seems  probably  that  (i)  to  (iv)  were  intended  to  provide  currency  intermediate 
between  1  and  50  while  (v)  is  a  devalued  Ta  Ch’iian. 

The  effect  of  this  flood  of  new  types  of  coin  on  an  illiterate  people  was  disastrous 
to  trade,  especially  to  people  used  to  the  Wu  Shu  coins,  each  and  every  one  equal  to 
five.  Now  they  were  faced  with  coins  valued  at  1,  10,  20,  30,  40  and  50  and  varying 
in  size.  Some  of  those  valued  at  40  were  larger  than  those  at  50,  some  40  cash  pieces  were 
smaller  than  those  valued  at  30,  and  so  on.  The  result  was  a  complete  lack  of  faith 
in  the  currency  and  trade  came  almost  to  a  halt.  Wang  Mang  then  called  in  all  the 
intermediate  pieces,  leaving  only  the  Hsiao  Ch’iians  valued  at  1,  and  the  Ta  Ch’iians 
valued  at  50  and  later  in  a.d.  10  devalued  to  15. 

Here  also  we  may  notice  the  Chi’  Tao  coins  issued  in  a.d.  7  although  it  is  more 
than  doubtful  if  they  were  intended  for  circulation.  They  resemble  the  top  portion 
of  Type  (a)  Knife  Money.

This  concludes  a  summary  of  the  types  of  coins  issued  during  his  period  as 
Regent.  In  a.d.  9  Wang  Mang  had  himself  proclaimed  Emperor  and  in  the  following 
year  made  further  far-reaching  changes  in  the  currency.

In  a.d.  1°  Wang  Mang  suppressed  by  decree  the  Wu  Shu  pieces  in  circulation 
and  called  in  the  Knife  Money  he  had  issued  in  a.d.  7.  His  reason  for  this  was  curious 
The  family  name  of  the  Han  Dynasty  was  Liu,  the  written  character  for  which 
contams  the  characters  metal”  and  “knife”  (c.f.

A.s  Emperor,  Wang  Mang  used  five  different  media  of  exchange— gold,  silver 
tortoise  shells,  cowries  and  copper.  None  of  his  gold  and  silver  coins  have  been  found 

?nnnn  descriPtlGI?  °f them  has  survived.  We  do  know  that  the  gold  piece  was  worth 
10,000  copper  cash  while  the  silver  varied  from  1,000  to  1,580  cash  according  to  its 
purity.  Nothing  is  known  about  the  tortoise  shells  either. 

There  were  five  sorts  of  cowrie  shell  fixed  by  regulation. 

1.  Great  shells,  4.8  ins.  in  length,  of  which  a  pair  was  equal  to  648  cash; 

Bull  shells  3.6  ins.  in  length,  of  which  a  pair  was  equal  to  450  cash; 

Small  shades  2.4  ins.  in  length,  of  which  a  pair  was  equal  to  90  cash; 

Lesser  shells  1.2  ins.  in  length,  of  which  a  pair  was  equal  to  30  cash; 

Smallest  shells  (less  than  1.2  ins.  in  length)  were  not  fastened  in  pairs  and 
were  valued  at  3  cash  each.

Shehs  less  than  .6  ins.  were  not  used  as  currency.  These  shells  had  been  used  before 
as  currency  betore  copper  came  into  use  about  1000  b.c.  and  were  completely  un¬ 
suitable  for  commercial  use.  The  people  did  not  approve  of  this  return  to  the  customs 
of  antiquity  and  sang  a  seditious  little  song. 

“The  Yellow  Bull  has  a  white  belly, 

The  Wu  Shu  pieces  ought  to  return.” 

Yellow  is  the  imperial  colour  in  China,  so  the  Yellow  Bull  was  Wang  Mang  himself. 
White  was  the  evil  colour  (used  today  for  funerals,  whereas  black  is  worn  as  a  sign  of 
rejoicing)  and  here  implied  that  misfortune  came  with  him.  On  the  other  hand*  the 
Bull  Shells  had  a  white  underside  so  the  song  could  refer  to  that  and  not  be  seditious 
a  nice  case  of  the  double-entendre.  The  copper  issued  in  a.d.  14  was  of  two  main 
types,  round  and  Pu.  The  Hsiao  Ch’iians  were  recalled,  as  later  were  the  Ta  Ch’uans 
leaving  a  currency  of  Huo  Ch’uans  of  1  cash  (Exchange  coin);  Huo  Pu  of  25  cash 
^(Exchange  Pu);  and  Ta  Pu  (Great  Pu)  valued  at  1,000  cash.

Dynasty  (a.d.  557-81),  (Fig.  14a).  Both  these  pieces  have  been  illustrated 
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for  purposes  of  comparison.  Tradition  has  it  that  if  a  woman  wears  one  of 
the  Pu  Ch’uans  at  her  waist,  none  but  male  children  will  be  born.

Wang  Mang  apparently  did  not  learn  from  his  failure  to  introduce  coins  inter¬ 
mediate  in  value  between  the  Hsiao  Ch’uans  (1  cash)  and  Ta  Ch’uans  (50  cash),  as 
he  attempted  now  to  introduce  a  series  of  Pu  coins  of  values  from  100  to  900  cash. 
This  attempt  failed  and  they  were  recalled.  They  are  now  very  scarce.

to  pieces. 

After  his  death  the  country  was  in  a  state  of  great  disorder  and  traders  had  to 
resort  to  barter.  In  a.d.  26  Kuang  Wu  Ti,  who  succeeded  Liu  Hiuen  in  a.d.  25,  cast 
some  Wu  Shus.  In  a.d.  40  the  mint  resumed  regular  production  of  these  pieces  and 
Chinese  coinage  was  back  where  it  had  been  before  the  experiments  of  Wang  Mang. 
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FISHPOOL  TREASURE  TROVE.1 

Ex-gratia  awards  are  to  be  made  by  the  British  Museum,  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasury, 
to  six  persons  who  came  upon  a  hoard  of  gold  coins  and  jewellery  of  the  14th- 15th  centuries  on 
a  building  site  at  the  village  of  Fishpool  near  Newstead  Abbey  in  Nottinghamshire  on  22nd 
March,  1966. 

The  find  was  declared  to  be  Treasure  Trove  at  a  Coroner’s  inquest  held  at  Mansfield  on 
14-15th  December  1966,  and  as  such  it  was  the  property  of  the  Crown.  When,  however,  full 
and  prompt  disclosure  of  a  find  is  made  to  the  proper  authority  it  is  the  practice  in  normal  cases 
lor  the  Crown,  through  the  T  reasury  and  the  British  Museum,  to  make  the  persons  declared  to 
be  the  finders  an  ex-gratia  payment  ol  the  market  value  or  otherwise  to  return  the  find  to  them. 
In  this  case  the  Jury  found  that  the  find  had  been  unearthed  by  six  people  and  that  these  con¬ 
ditions  had  been  fulfilled  by  only  two  of  them— Mr.  Bernard  Beeton  and  Master  D.  Welham. 

Mr.  Beeton  receives  £1,485,  the  full  market  value  of  the  articles  and  coins  retained  for  the 
British  Museum  and  local  museums.  Eighty-five  coins  are  being  returned  to  him  and  four  coins 
to  Master  Welham. 

Four  other  persons  receive  ex-gratia  awards  of  £5,228;  £4,172  10s;  £2,501  10s  and  £244 — 
substantially  less  than  the  value  of  their  finds.  In  their  case  the  Jury  found  that  there  had  been 
wilful  concealment,  and  recommended  that  no  award  should  be  paid.  A  very  full  and  careful 
investigation  after  the  Inquest,  in  the  course  of  which  the  British  Museum  heard  representa¬ 
tions  on  behalf  of  these  men  from  their  legal  advisers,  revealed  mitigating  factors  in  the  light 
of  which  it  seemed  inappropriate  to  make  no  award  at  all.  The  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Treasury,  have  therefore  approved  awards  for  these  men,  on  a  very 
much  reduced  scale.  The  awards  will  be  paid  from  funds  made  available  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
British  Museum,  which  will  retain  all  the  coins  and  jewellery  found  by  these  four  men. 

It  is  important  for  historical  and  archaeological  reasons  that  a  find  should  not  be  concealed, 
but  should  be  reported  and  handed  over  in  its  entirety  to  the  authorities.  A  finder  who  fails  to 
do  so  may  be  guilty  of  a  criminal  offence,  and  normally  no  payment  would  be  made  in  that  case. 
The  fact  that  this  rule  has  been  relaxed  in  the  exceptional  circumstances  of  the  Fishpool  case 
does  not  mean  that  it  would  be  relaxed  in  another  case.  The  best  policy  for  a  finder  of  Treasure 
Trove  is,  therefore,  to  disclose  it  fully  and  promptly;  this  will  ensure  he  gets  back  his  find  or 
normally  its  market  value. 

The  Jew  ellery 

The  jewellery,  all  of  gold,  comprises  a  heart-shaped  enamelled  brooch,  an  amethyst-set 
pendant  cross,  a  sapphire-set  roundel,  four  rings,  a  quantity  of  chain  and  a  remarkable  un¬ 
paralleled  gold  padlock.  Apart  from  their  individual  interest  as  high  quality  examples  of  the 
medieval  jeweller’s  craft  they  provide  the  first  group  of  jewellery  securely  dated  to  the  mid¬ 
fifteenth  century. 

The  Coins 

All  1,237  coins  are  gold.  The  English  coins  are  nobles,  half-nobles  and  quarter-nobles  of 
Edward  III  (27),  Richard  11(12),  Henry  IV  (38),  Henry  V  (266),  Henry  VI  (606)  and  Edward  IV 
(63).  There  are  also  33  Anglo-Gallic  salutes  of  Henry  VI,  one  demi  and  12  lions  of  James  II  of 
Scotland  (1436-60),  11  ecus  of  Charles  VII  of  France  (1422-61)  and  166  coins  of  the  Dukes  of 
Burgundy,  mainly  riders  and  lions  of  Philip  the  Good  (1419-67).  There  are  two  forgeries  of 
English  nobles  of  Henry  VI.  The  hoard  is  the  largest  find  of  medieval  gold  coins  so  far  recorded 
in  England  and  is  of  quite  exceptional  importance.  It  includes  several  varieties  of  English  coins 
which  were  hitherto  unknown,  in  particular  the  rose-eye  initial  marked  nobles  and  the  quarter- 
noble  of  Edward  VI.  Of  special  interest  are  the  large  number  of  foreign  coins  especially  those 
struck  in  the  territories  controlled  by  the  Dukes  of  Burgundy  in  the  Low  Countries  with  which 
England  had  commercial  and  political  ties  at  this  period.  The  forgeries  are  both  gross  in  style 
and  of  low  weight  and  the  gold  outer  skin  is  cracking  in  places  to  reveal  the  base  core.  The  hoard 
was  buried  just  before  or  just  after  the  battle  of  Hexham  on  15th  May  1464  when  the  Lancas¬ 
trian  party  was  defeated  by  the  Yorkists.  At  the  time  of  its  burial  the  hoard  had  a  face  value  of 
about  £400  which  in  today’s  terms  would  represent  a  sum  in  the  region  of  £40,000.  The 
original  ownership  of  the  hoard  has  not  been  established  but  such  a  fortune  in  cash  can  have 
been  available  to  only  a  few  and  it  must  have  belonged  to  a  leading  member  ot  one  of  the  oppos¬ 
ing  factions.  The  present  day  antiquarian  value  of  the  hoard  is  in  the  region  of  a  quarter  of  a 
million  pounds. 

Dispositions 

All  of  the  jewellery  and  the  bulk  of  the  coins  will  be  retained  by  the  British  Museum.  As  is 
the  normal  practice  with  treasure  troves  the  coins  not  required  by  the  British  Museum  were 
offered  to  the  museums  local  to  the  find  spot.  The  following  museums  are  acquiring  coins  from

In  addition  the  British  Museum  is  providing  gratis  to  each  of  the  above  museums  and  to 
the  Newstead  Abbey  Museum  six  electrotype  copies  of  the  rare  coins  not  included  in  their 
selection  of  genuine  coins.  The  Nottingham  Museum  will  also  receive  gratis  electrotype  copies 
of  a  selection  of  the  jewellery  found.  (The  remaining  pieces  of  jewellery  are  not  suitable  for 
reproduction  in  this  way).  All  the  coins  which  will  be  returned  to  the  finders  have  been  fully 
recorded,  and  will  be  included  in  the  final  publication  of  the  hoard. 

Display 

A  selection  from  the  hoard  is  now  on  display  in  the  Edward  VII  Gallery. 

Publication 

An  interim  report  giving  details  of  the  jewellery  and  the  classifications  of  all  the  coins  together 
with  a  discussion  of  the  find’s  significance  is  contained  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  dated  1967 
which  will  be  published  in  the  autumn.  A  comprehensive  and  fully  illustrated  publication  in 
monograph  form  will  be  published  after  the  detailed  work  on  the  hoard  has  been  completed.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Ex  Watford  Hoard?  A  most  interesting  aspect  of  collecting  coins  is  to  be  able  to  know  the 
history  of  a  particular  coin  throughout  the  years  of  its  existence.  I  often  wonder,  when  browsing 
through  my  collection,  whether  a  piece  had  been  handled  by  the  king  personally  or  by  some 
other  famous  person  of  the  time.  Although  it  is  not  possible  to  know  where  an  old  coin  has  been 
since  minting  one  can  often  trace  back  through  sale  catalogues  and  identify  scarce  issues, 
thereby  forming  a  complete  record  of  a  coin  since  its  discovery.  My  interest  is  in  the  issues  oi 
the  Norman  Kings  and  many  discoveries  of  this  series  were  made  in  the  nineteenth  century. 
The  finds  are  well  recorded  and  coins  which  did  not  find  their  way  into  one  of  the  national 
collections  tended  to  move  from  one  well  known  collection  to  another.  In  recent  years  many 
more  people  have  formed  collections  and  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  keep  track  of 
specimens.  For  this  reason,  whenever  I  hear  of  a  scarce  coin  which  is  in  the  possession  of  an 
acquaintance  I  take  a  cast  and  make  a  full  record  of  it. 

A  short  time  ago  a  fellow  member  of  my  local  coin  club  told  me  that  he  had  purchased  a 
Norman  penny  from  a  general  dealer  near  his  home.  Tne  friend  does  not  collect  English  coins 
but  he  thought  that  he  could  not  be  far  out  of  pocket  by  agreeing  to  pay  the  sum  of  one  shilling 
for  what  turned  out  to  be  a  very  fine  penny  of  the  Watford  issue  of  Stephen,  struck  by  the 
moneyer  Edricus  of  Hereford.  The  coin  is  well  struck  on  a  full  flan  which  is  unusual  foi  the 
type.  Having  recorded  the  coin,  I  endeavoured  to  trace  the  provenance.  I  went  through  sale 
catalogues  but  in  vain.  There  seems  little  doubt  that  the  coin  came  from  one  of  the  Watford 
hoards,  both  discovered  in  1818.  The  two  finds  were  probably  one  hoard  although  this  cannot 
be  proved,  and  it  is  thought  that  some  coins  were  taken  away  before  the  official  inventories 
were  made.  Five  pennies  of  Edricus  of  Hereford  were  listed  in  the  larger  Watford  hoard  and 
it  seems  likely  that  this  copy  in  my  friend’s  possession  is  an  unrecorded  sixth  specimen.  The 
five  ‘official’  specimens  can  be  traced  and  I  suggest  that  the  sixth  example  was  one  of  those 
concealed  by  the  finder.  The  coin  obviously  fell  into  the  hands  of  a  person  who  did  not  recog¬ 
nise  it  and  after  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  it  has  finally  come  into  the  ownership  of  a  collector.

An  Edwardian  Hoard  from  Mayfield,  Sussex.  On  the  10th  April  last,  Mr.  Alfred 
Kingsland  of  Mayfield,  Sussex,  was  digging  in  his  back  garden  when  he  unearthed  a  mass  oi 
silver  coins.  This  find  was  subsequently  brought  to  the  notice  of  H.M.  Coroner  for  East 
Sussex,  Dr.  A.  C.  Sommerville,  who  directed  that  the  coins  be  seized.  An  inquest  to  determine 
whether  the  find  is  treasure  trove  will  be  held  in  due  course  meanwhile  the  coins  have  been  taken 
to  the  British  Museum  for  examination.  The  coins  appear  to  be  348  silver  pennies  oi  Edward 
I,  347  of  the  London  mint  and  1  of  the  Canterbury  mint,  together  with  seven  French  gros  oi 
Louis  IX  and  Phillip  III  or  IV  all  struck  at  Tours. — K.  Wiggins.
